Convenient Asylum For Political

I, Deo. 91.— [Special. ]-In ■ 
little, more thon two year, thu twelfth con- 
•uiiof the United Mates will bo taken, and 
congress Ik already mol. I i>K pr. .partition* 
for It. It has been decided that. Mio em 
ployoo* of the census bureau shall nut be 
■elected through civil service competitive 
examination. Tho friends of civil service 
reform were anxious to have tho niorlt 
system applied to this linpurtnnt work, 
but thoy knew It would he useless to make 
the effort. Such a largo part of all tho 
government employment Is already under 
the civil service that very I ittlo Is loft for 
tho spoilsmen and politicians, and these 
gentlemen have been waiting for the con- 
aua work to And plan's for their hench- 
men. In taking the last census some S.uno 
or 4,000 persons wero employed here In 
Washington alone, and they were appoint 
ed through political Influence Although 
tho character of tho men who mado tho 
ocnsus enumerations out in tho country 
appears to have been pretty gisid, such 
was not the case In the olliee of the bureau 
here. It la within tho mark to Bay that 
tho census cost *l,tio<i,n<in or perhaps 
(S 10,000 more than It would have cost If 
item had boon adopted In hlr

A Louisville Itookkeeper Fifteen Tlioo.- 
•nnil Balsas is Short. 

LoriHViLLB, Dec. 17.— "This shows 
what women will do," said Louis Alt- 
man as he confessed to Chief of Detect- 
ives II auger that, for the past eight 
years, he had been systematically rob- 
bing his employers, Charles Rosenheim

Fifty to Seventy Degrees 



Eight Hundred Men From Dawson City Try 
lng to Reach Fort Yukon te 
Obtain Food 

MANY PEOPLE WILL STARVE. 



VinoitiA, R. Oli Deo. I8.-W. Kast- 
ner and George McLachlin, who left 
Dawson City on Nov. 8, arrived at Vic- 
toria on the steamer Corona. They 
bring news that SIX) men have accepted 
the offer of the Alaska Commercial 
company and the Canadian government 
to supply them with food free at Fort 
Yukon mid have gone for it. About 30 
men were passed on the trails. All 
were shy of provisions and suffering se- 
verely from the cold which ranged from 
60 to 70 degrees below. 

Major Walsh, administrator of the 
Yukon, was found encamped at Big 
Salmon, awaiting relief from Skaguay. 
He had lost two boats und much of his 
piovi-ioim. The remaining portion was 
spoiled, and unless relief arrives soon 
ho will bo without food. Kastner says 
he can not reach Dawson this winter. 
One of his party, Freeman, wan 
drowned on Thanksgiving day. Two 
of the partv of five who left Dawson 
shortly before Kastner are in a bad Dre- 
dicameut. They have bee

BIRCH BARK WASTEBASKET. 



Many people carry home from their 
rummer outing pieces of birch bark 
which they have stripped from tbo glis- 
tening trees during long walks in the 
country. Hero is a pretty wuy to utilize 
it: 

A good sized piece is needed to make 
a waste basket — although smaller ones 
are pretty to hold grasses — one that has 
been stripped unbroken from the tree.
